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Canadian Politics. 

Tbo Canadians aro seriously cxcr- 
cieod ovor propositions by iho Minis- 
try to imposo a Tariff upon inanj 
articles that now eiitor duty free; 
to issue GovornraoDt paper to tlie 
amount of 65,000,000 nt present, witli 
power to incroaso the issue to an inde- 
finite amount as exigency may re- 
quire; and to vote tbo Government a 
furtlier sum of §3,500,000 for public 
purposes. Tboso myasures aro vigor- 
ously opposed by tbo opposition in 
tho Lower House, where tboy (vore 
under discussion at latest advices. 
Tho Tariff Bill, particulurly, is op- 
posed strenuously by the mercantile 
and manufacturing interests, who 
claim that its passage will destroy 
tho trade cf tho Colony. Tbo paper- 
money 8t;borno appears to bo based 
On tbo greenback tystom of tho United 
Slates. Certain banks are to have 
tho issue of tho paper, and tho secur- 
ity offered is tho general revenue ol 
tho Colony. This plan docs not ap- 
pear to meet public approbation any 
moro than does the Tariff Bill, and a 
Bill to imposo a tax of sixty cents per 
gallon on all whisky manufacluied 
•within tho Colony, has caused a great 
outcry. Tho ta.t: on whisky is now 
thirty cents per gallon, and a verj 
brink trade is carried on bo- 
twoen tho lower counties of Canada 
and tho United States whero tho tax 
per gallon is very heavy, and largo 
quantities have been smuggled across 
the Hoe and diBposed of at enormous 
profits. The cry is raised that an in- 
creased tax will kill this illicit and de- 
moralizing traffic, because it will lessen 
tlie profits of the Oanadiaa distiller 
and renders it impossible for him to 
compete with the American manufac- 
tnrer, even should the Canadian liquor 
escape the Tigilanoe of tho American 
Oastom House officers and pay no 
duty. Tho Tariff proposed is sweep 
ing in its changes. On imported li- 
quors, a duty of 70 cents per gallon 
is proposed. On tea, 15 per cent, ad 
valorem and 7 cents per lb; on vinegar, 
5 cents per gallon ; on tobacco, from 
2 cents to lb cents per lb; on cigars, 
from $2 to 85 per 1000. Heavy duties 
on sugar, molasses, coffee, oils, medi- 
cines, spices, otc, are called for. But- 
ter ia to pay 4 cents per lb; cheese, 3 
cents; lard and tallow, 1 cent; and 
flour, 50 cents per bbl, while wheat 
will be admitted free of duty. 
Idr Gait (the FinaBOial Minister) 
has declared his intention ot pushing 
these measures through at all hazards. 
Like the English Ministry with the 
Beform Bill, the Canadian Ministry is 
determined that it will " stand or 
fall " on the issaes presented ; and a 
resolution of want of confidence in the 
Ministry having been voted down by 
a large majority, it would appear that 
the Government will be enabled to se 
cure the passage of the measures and 
their own seats until Ooniederalion 
Bhall have taken place. The Confed- 
eration scheme continues to form a 
prominent sabjeot for agitation, and 
one of thestrongest arguments brought 
forward by the opponents of tho piu- 
posed changes is that there should bo 
no alteration in !ihe present fiscal policy 
until all the Provinces have been unit- 
ed nnder the Confederation banner, 
which is daily gaining adherents in the 
Eastern Frovinnes and bids fair soon 
to become an accomplished fact. Thure 
is sound sense in this proposition. 
There is a natural dislike on tbo part 
of commercial men to an unsettled 
state of matters where their own in. 
terests are involved. An uncertainty 
as to the intentions of the Govern men c 
towards thorn is always to be depreca- 
ted. In public as in private liie it is 
ever best to know or feel the worst at 
once. But what Becuriiy has tho 
Canadian business man, just as ho 
has made up hij mind to accept the 
new order of things and made bis ar- 
rangements accordingly, that the Con- 
federated Government will not upaot 
tho whole system by passing another 
and adverse one? Where there is 
no security there can be but little 
credit; and where the policy of a gov- 
ernment is apt to change with every 
wind that blows, public confidence is 
impaired and the wheels of progress 
ologgod.

Be'tlin, Augnat 21— It ia asaerted that the 
Oabiiiet of Prusaia, on aoooant of the boatile 
attitude maintained toward that Governmcni 
und the Kiogdotn of Hanover by the people 
()( tho Eloctorute ol Hesse- Nnsnuu, and tho 
late ftoe oily of Fraiiklort, bus doteruiined the 
PruBsian Executive to at oiico duslroy iheir 
indepouileiice, nod qduo.x them conipleloly to 
the Kiogdom of Prusaia. The Prussian oov- 
eroment baa ofBoially promiaed the Bavarian 
Cabinot an early definitive aettleoient and 
udjuBlmcnt ol Iho polilical and commeroiul 
leiiillona which were disturbed by the late 
wur. Comraorclal ailaira will be regulated 
according to the German Zolverciu. Bavaria 
after having conlemplaled an armed reaiat^ 
acice on her own account to the PrUBsian 
authorities bad aubmitttid to the demands ol 
the Government. Fruaaia asked permisaioo 
of tLe Diets of J<eithetfala and Cardoff. 

Dresden, August 21 — All members of the 
Saxon Cabinet sent in their rcsignationa to- 
day. Tho King has accepted the reaigiiution 
only ot Jiaroii Buesf. 

London, August 21— -The Emperor Napo- 
leon had aaaured England that France will 
noi demand the lorireasea of Marienherg and 
I'hillipaville frur.i Belgium in the event ol 
toiDpural changes occurring on the oontineui 
of Europe. 

Florence, August 21— Gen. La Marmora 
has been removed from the position of Chief 
of Slull to King Victor Kinanuel. General 
Ciiildini succeeds him. La Mutmora has not 
been in favor with the people siuco the defeat 
of iho Iialiau army at Oustozza. When the 
invasion of Veoetia vraa decided npon the 
plans were snbmitted for adoption in a' coun- 
cil ot war. La Marmora advocated a direct 
advance on the lortressea of Itie Quadrilat- 
eral, General Oialdiai pdvising a march so ns 
to avoid Ihem, La Marmora's plan prevailed, 
and tho result is known. Cialdiui's plan was 
subsequently carried out suooessfully. Gnu. 
h\ Marmora haa not regained pnblic favor 
aince, benoe the preaent change.

Several expressed their decided intention of 
workioL' and baving their wages UL.til they 
had auQlcient to buy cows also, iiuoh being 
the case, will the allotted area be too much 
lor them 7 It indeed appears that cue or 
two people covet the land in qaeslion and 
that is the oiain reason cf iba agitation. 
Surely it will be aa well ao utilise 500 In- 
iliuos us a few white men, who indeed may 
even do less, judging from others in the 
<iiin() district, ihun tbe aborigines. The 
Indians possess too a considtrablo amount ol 
|i(juliry, ducks, ,tc, which ihey will turn to 
practical account. Somo ol the uborigine<( 
die building euporior houses more or less 
.liter tbe lasbiou ol tho English, and, taken 
iiliugether, my iHfurmant considers that du> 
ring Ibe time Ibatbe baa baoa absent from 
Ibe Oolon; there has been, a very marked 
itnprovemenl in tbe younger Indians or ris- 
ing gendraiioQ. That tbe iodiaiis are anxions 
to know the boundariea ol the land in order 
tbiit they may put o good lenco around it, 
tor at pri'senl it ivonid appear that the white 
ir.uri's catllo de-lroy Ihuir fences first and 
|ioia:oe.i aflcrw.inJs — a very good way ul 
eiieooaiuniiig tlii'Hi; to produce. Governor 
lieiinedy wboii tbera promised that //<; wutud 
write to the Queen about it .' As to Belling 
iba land, it would really produce a mere 
nothing, certainly not sufficient to be of any 
bi'oedt to tbe Indians ; moreover if they per- 
severe in their deairo lo possess cattle they

I d ire say if the Iiidians would cul- 
iiviite the bind iiiiil raise produ -o, that llio 
wliiru I'arrner would re(|Uiru to bu protected 
from bis comp-.tiliun, if the Intid be takmi 
awiiy we may require to be proieetud from 
something elae.

Scarcely a day paaaea on which our Police 
Court records do.nol aflflrd most convincing 
proof of the ani'jaqi ofvim'mbrality anil du- 
piavity which exists among us. Not only 
dots the evil exist, but it floarisbes, and is 
rapidly extending its iiiOneuce. 

Tbo Victoria solons are liberal mortals. 
The Home Government having removed the 
Governor of tbo Province, the Assembly 
generously voted bis wile, f.,ady Darling, the 
mug liiile present of 8100,000, a present, 
which to tier credis bo it said, sho hud the 
decency to tleclino. 

A despatch dated Adelaide, May 9th, says 
In consiquence of continued drought, there 
is only S.*) cl"ye>' supply of water left in the 
reservoir. Alter next Monday the supply 
will bu cut off during the night time. 

The New South Wales Government Las 
experienced a " change of hearl,"and were 
buay peifeolitig a .stsheme of retrenchment, 
and had asked the bank maoagorii' uiiil the 
principal niorchauts' nasiataiicc in fixing the 
salaries.
